Who invented the typewriter? 

According to the Encyclopaedia 
Britannica, the first patent for a 
typewriter was granted by Eng- 
Jand’s Queen Anne to a certain 
Henry Mill in 1714 

But a museum piece discovered 
by James White in the old world 
Danish town of Svendvorg, shows 
that ene of the very early in- 
ventors was a Dane. Alongside a 
carefully preserved model of 
what is described as a “writing 
globe,” but-lodks like an ordinary 
typewwriter buil, in circular styLe 
is an inscription saying that.a 
clergyman, Malling - Hansen, 
made the prototype of the first
